Spurred by Watergate revela­ 
tions', President Nixon asked 
Congress today to create a spe­ 
cial nonpartisan commission to 
conduct “a complete re-exam­ 
ination of our system of elec­ 
tions and campaign practices.” 
In a special message, Nixon 
said ‘‘recent disclosures of 
widespread abuses during the 
presidential campaign of 1972” 
make reform an urgent and es­ 
sential priority item to help 
‘‘restore the faith of the Ameri­ 
can people in the integrity of 
their political pro: esses.” 
While not once mentioning 
the word Watergate in his mes­ 
sage or in a companion address 
prepared for radio broadcast, 
Nixon said many more dis­ 
closures of 1972 campaign mis­ 
deeds ‘‘will doubtless soon be 
made.” 
The President submitted a 
proposed joint resolution that 
would create a 17-member Non- 
partisan Commission on Elec­ 
tion Reform that would be 
called on to submit a final re­ 
port by Dec. 1.

Marion Is 
Rocked By 
Race Trouble 
MARION, Ind. (AP) — Spo 
radie firebombings, vandalism 
and potshots rocked Marion 
Tuesday njght in a racial dis­ 
turbance apparently stemming 
from the fatal shooting of a 14- 
year-old black youth on Mon­ 
day. 
There were no reports of in­ 
jury or major damage in this 
north central Indiana city of 
40.000 persons, including about 
3.000 blacks. Four persons were 
arrested on preliminary arson 
charges. 
A tactical squad of 60 riot- 
equipped police dispersed about 
300' persons who pelted police 
and firemen with rocks as they 
answered a fire alarm at a ga­ 
rage in a black neighborhood. 
Barrels and roadblocks were 
set. up to keep police from, the 
scene. 
“Tempers are high here due 
to that kid getting shot down on 
the street and this is evidently 
their expression in a racial dis­ 
turbance,” Asst. Chief Quentin 
Pettiford said. 
“Rumors are circulating the 
kid was shot down by the Ku 
Klux Klan,” he said. Pettiford 
said law enforcement officials 
would 
seek 
an 
injunction 
against a Klan rally planned. 
Saturday and Sunday at a farm 
seven miles northeast of Mar­ 
ion in Grant County. He said 
the 
black 
community 
is 
“worked up over this rally.” 
“But last night wasn’t a riot. 
It wasn’t anything like the ra­ 
cial trouble we had in 1968. and 
1969,” Pettiford said. 
Four fires were reported and 
quickly extinguished in both the 
black and white districts of the 
city. Authorities said they were 
started by firebombs. Damage 
has not been estimated. 
Trash cans were overturned, 
windows were broken and one 
man told police the rear side 
window of his car was shat­ 
tered by a shotgun blast as he 
drove through a black neigh­ 
borhood. 
Fires were reported at the 
garage of a home. The Barley 
and Spencer Lumber Yard, the 
Marion Lumber Co. and an 
RCA warehouse. 
Police said they arrested four 
persons fleeing from a fire and 
held them on a preliminary 
charge of arson.

All four are black.

S drivers were asked last week 
to guess the speed necessary to 
win the pole position for the In­

would be broken.

How CBS could pretend this about its 
report on the Ellsburg trial is inconceiv­ 
able to us, but presumably they will. 
Their commentator at that misman­ 
aged fiasco is still terribly shocked that 
the government should try to catch a 
man who violated an oath to keep de­ 
fense secrets secret. He is not at all dis­ 
turbed by the fact that the man got off 
scot free a iter committing what in for­ 
mer days would have been defined as 
treason.'Ellsburg and Russo seem to have 
made a new breakthrough in interpret­ 
ing Patrick Henry’s admonition to make 
the most of treason. They have turned 
themselves into national' heroes. They 
won't have to join Benedict Arnold and 
Aaron Burr, Tokyo Rose and Lord Haw- 
Haw. They’ll probably get some kind of a 
special Nobel prize; or at the least a ci­ 
tation from the Pulitizer Committee. 
And CBS will go on from glory to 
glory, achieving objectivity by hating its 
own country and loving all the others; 
thus reversing Voltaire’s definition of 
patriotism.

“Wine is a mocker, strong drink is 
raging: and whosoever is deceived 
thereby is not wise.” (Proverbs 
2 1 :1 ). 
Yesterday we mentioned some of the 
evils of alcohol, and we realize this to be 
a very controversial subject. Many of our 
churches and clergy even engage in its 
debate. There is always the touchy issue 
of social drinking. Dr. Melvin Knisely 
said a few years ago at an International 
Congress on Alcohol and Alcoholism: “It 
is clear that alcohol can rapidly produce 
liver injury when taken in amounts 
equivalent to those consumed by many 
social drinkers . . . and when his level of 
social drinking is such that lie feels very 
happy, a man is beginning to kill a few 
brain cells.” 
Parents who engage in social drinking 
stand on very shaky ground when their 
teen-agers hurl the question “Why is our 
mail; 
n and pot any worse than your 
liquor?” These kids are too smart — not 
too dumb — to discern any basic differ­ 
ence. 
Our Creator has not endowed the mar­ 
velous human body with any natural ap- 
petite for harmful drugs. These abnorm­ 
al desires have to be developed through a 
series of unnatural and revolting expo­ 
sures oí our physical system. In time, 
however, we are successfully hooked. 
Advocates of permissiveness in the use 
of drugs have a great deal to answer to 
.— decency, common sense, morality, 
physical health, social and mental wel­ 
fare, the economic issue and others. But 
above and beyond these, there is our 
Maker Himself to whom we must give 
account for our life — its conduct and 
influences. We arc now forming that 
record.

NEW YORK 
(AP) — All 
three networks are «topping 
their daytime fun and games at 
10 a.m. EDT Thursday to tele­ 
vise the long-awaited start of 
public hearings by the Senate 
Select Committee investigating 
the Watergate scandal. 
It will be the first time since 
November 1970 that any net­ 
work has halted its daytime 
soap operas, game shows and 
reruns for live coverage of Sen­ 
ate 
committee 
proceedings. 
NBC did it that year during a 
Senate inquiry into the unsuc­ 
cessful Son Tay prison raid in 
North Vietnam. 
A major witness in Thurs­ 
day’s Watergate hearings will 
be James W. McCord Jr., ac­ 
cording to an aide to Sen. Sam 
Ervin Jr., D-N.C., head of the 
Senate Select Committee. 
McCord, 48, is the former se­ 
curity chief for President Nix­ 
on’s campaign committee, the 
Committee to Reelect the Pres­ 
ident. He is among those con­ 
vinced in last June’s break-in at 
the Watergate offices of the 
Democratic 
National 
Com­ 
mittee. 
Eight days of hearings have 
been scheduled by Ervin’s com­ 
mittee, including a Friday ses­ 
sion. The other days are May 
22 through 24 and June 12 
through 14. 
It isn’t known yet how many 
of the hearings after Thursday 
will be carried live by the CBS, 
NBC and ABC television net­ 
works. 
Spokesmen 
for 
their 
news departments say that will 
be decided and announced on a 
day-to-day basis. 
The hearings also will be 
broa cast live from start to fin­ 
ish on the 28-station Eastern 
Educational Network of public 
TV stations and taped in full 
for evening broadcast by the 
Public Broadcasting Service. 
The 
commercial 
networks’ 
live coverage of at least Thurs­ 
day’s session continues a tradi­ 
tion — albeit erratic — that be­ 
gan in 1951 with the televising 
of Senate hearings Into organ­ 
ized crime in the U.S. 
Three years later, the big 
Senate show on TV was the 
Army-McCarthy 
hearings 
in 
which, millions of viewers saw 
the dramatic confrontation be­ 
tween Joseph Welch, a courtly 
Boston lawyer, and the abra­ 
sive. 
Communist-hunting 
Sen. 
Joseph McCarthy. 
In 1966. the live TV coverage 
focused on Senate hearings into 
the escalating Vietnam 
war. 
Among other things, it resulted 
in one angry, high-level resig­ 
nation — at one of the net­ 
works. 
Fred Friendly, CBS News’ 
president 
since 
March 
1964, 
abruptly quit when his network 
elected to broadcast reruns of 
“I Love Lucy” instead of con­ 
tinuing its coverage of the Sen­ 
ate hearings. 
Ironically, those were the last 
Senate hearings televised live 
by CBS News, according to a 
network spokesman, until CBS 
announced plans to cover the 
Watergate 
hearings 
starting 
Thursday. 
Friendly, 
now 
a television 
consultant at the Ford Founda­ 
tion and a journalism professor 
at Columbia University, says 
the Watergate hearings far ou- 
rank 
in 
importance 
any 
of 
those previously televised. 
For that matter, he says, “I 
think it’s the most imporant 
hearing since 1868 and the at­ 
tempt then to impeach Presi­ 
den Andrew Johnson. 
“This is not because it (the 
Watergate 
hearings) 
is 
a 
‘show,’ but because it’s the way 
this country goes about correct­ 
ing the mistakes of our process. 
It’s certainly more important 
than Teapot Dome ... 
“Here you have a whole Ex­ 
ecutive department on trial.” 
Friendly, 57, declined to as­ 
sess what effect his angry res­ 
ignation from CBS seven years 
ago had on the live braodcast 
of major news events. How­ 
ever, he was optimistic about 
CBS coverage of the coming 
hearings.

Unless the federal govern­ 
ment persuades foreigners to 
take less fish or seizes control 
of the fishing off its shores, in­ 
dustry people say commercial 
fishing will cease in the North 
Atlantic, possibly within three 
years. 
“ The foreign fleets are rap­ 
ing our watejrs,” 
says Jack 
Donegan, president of a local of 
the Seafood Workers Union. 
“ If we don’t mcve by next 
year, three years from now 
we’re going to be kissing the in­ 
dustry 
good-bye,” 
Donegan 
said. “Everyone is saying the 
same thing — management, la­ 
bor, scientists and government. 
We’re all in the same boat.” 
“ It’s inevitable,” said Com­ 
missioner Frank Grice of the 
Massachusetts Division of Ma­ 
rine 
Fisheries. 
He predicted 
that other species will follow 
the way haddock are headed 
and become commercially ex­ 
tinct. 
“ It only takes a couple of 
years of really concentrated ef­ 
fort to do the job,” Grice said. 
Solutions advanced by state 
officials and industry spokes­ 
men center on having the fed­ 
eral government extend the in­ 
ternational 
boundary 
to 
200 
miles from the coast. If the 
government won’t do that, the 
local officials want to see at 
least an American takeover of 
the supervision and control of 
North Atlantic fishing. 
Neither proposal is likely to 
win much support in Washing­ 
ton where officials point to the 
obvious 
diplomatic 
problems 
such actions would create. 
American fishermen are bit­ 
ter and blunt about seeing for­ 
eigners take over coastal wa­ 
ters that 15 years ago were 
theirs alone. 
Congress 
should 
have 
de­ 
clared control of the East Coast 
fishing banks 10 years ago, said 
Tom Powers, mate of the Mary 
and Joseph, a fishing boat out 
of 
Boston. 
“ Fishing 
is 
Just 
about done here,” said Powers, 
a 43-year veteran of the seas. 
“ Uncle Sam has tried to be 
Santa Claus for the world.” 
Last month, 312 foreign ves­ 
sels, 190 of them Soviet, plied 
the North Atlantic coast, the 
National 
Marine 
Fisheries 
Service reports.

17-day 
tour

Latin 
American countries. 
He 
was 
visibly 
moved as he walked 
through the ruins, shaking his 
head and declaring: “ The com­ 
plete 
destruction 
is 
beyond 
comprehension.” 
His wife agreed. “ It’s hide­ 
ous, just hideous,” she said. 
About one fourth of the city 
was 
destroyed, 
10,000 
people 
were killed, 20,000 were injured 
and 300,000 lost their homes. 
The United States has contrib­ 
uted more than $27 million in 
assistance, more than all other 
countries combined. But there 
is little sign of reconstruction. 


Platoons of workers recruited 
by the government are picking 
at the debris. They were very 
evident 
along 
Rogers’ 
route 
from the airport, but there wa« 
no 
sign 
of labor 
on 
other 
streets. 
Very visible were thousands 
of children, and adults as well, 
waving little paper American 
and Nicaraguan flags supplied 
by the government of Anastasio 
Somoza, the stocky 48-year-old 
general whose family has ruled 
the Central American country 
for 36 years. 
“Viva, 
Somoza! 
Viva, 
So­ 
moza!” was the cry from the 


crowd as he and Rogers laid 
the cornerstone for a 250-bed 
hospital to be built with $1.5 
million in American money. 


Mexican architects are draw­ 
ing up plans for the rebuilding 
of Managua. The government 
may announce them by the end 
of June. Meanwhile, some of 
the homeless live in tents, some 
in makeshift shacks. 
“ Now the task is to rebuild.” 
Rogers said in a statement at 
the airport. “We want our sup­ 
port of your efforts to restore 
your nation to be as effective 
as possible.”

Members of the armed forces 
who died at sea are honored in 


some places by the launching 
of tiny ships filled with flowers. 
Since the end of World War I, 
says the World Book, because 
oí the battles fought in the pop­ 
py fields of France and Bel­ 
gium, Memorial Day has also 
been called Poppy Day. Arti­ 
ficial poppies were first sold in 
the United States for the bene­ 
fit of French and Belgian chil­ 
dren orphaned by the war. The

Right Size 
Pressure Tank 
Is Important 


When 
people 
talk 
about 
private home water systems, 
they often think of the elec­ 
trically-operated water pump as 
if it were the entire sysem. 
This is understandable, since 
the working heart of a domestic 
water system, 
moving water 
from deep in the well to the 
point of use, 
is

However, there’s much more to 
a water system than a pump. 
A typical system consists of the 
pump itself, a pressure storage 
tank, and control devices to 
insure automatic operation. And 
just as your pump should be 
correctly sized to meet your 
family’s needs, so should the 
tank and controls be selected 
t© 
insure 
proper' 
system, 
operation. 
The pump discharges water 
into the pressure tank. When 
water is pumped into a tank, 
the air on top compresses like 
a sping. When, a faucet is turned 
on, the compressed air expands, 
pushing 
the 
water 
out 
the 
faucet. 
T h e 
p u m p 
s t a r t s 
a u t o m a t i c a l l y when the 
pressure .in the tank, drops below 
a predetermined level, the stops 
when the water supply has been 
replenished. 
An 
air 
volume 
control allows the air in the 
tank to be replenished during 
each pumping cycle, if needed. 
As a result, a supply of fresh 
water 
is 
always 
available, 
under pressure, for immediate 
use. 
The Water Systems Council 
points out. that the size of your 
pressure tank will affect the 
operation of your water system. 
Generally, the larger the tank 
the more constant the Row in 
the system. A small tank or 
pressure cylinder will result in 
more 
pressure 
fluctuations, 
causing your pump to start and 
stop, to "cycle”, more often 
than is necessary or advisable. 
A common rule of thumb used 
b y 
knowledgeable 
water 
systems dealers to determine 
equal pump capacity (ingallons 
per minute) times ten. Thus, 
a water system with an 8-gpm 
capacity pump should have a 
pressure tank in the 80-gallon 
capacity range.

Q. — Our dining room floor 


was 
finished 
with 
shellac 
a 
couple of years ago. Recently, 
when we had guests, someone 
spilled alcohol on the floor. We 
didn’t discover it until later and 
didn’t do anything about it be­ 
cause we believe it would not 
stain. We were misinformed by 
a neighbor who said anything 
with alcohol in it doesn’t stain. 
Anyway, there is now an ugly 
stain on the floor in a small 
area. Is it possible to get rid of 
the stain without redoing the 
entire floor? 


A. — You sure were mis­ 
informed, although it is prob­ 
able 
that 
there 
would 
have 
been no stain if the spillage had 
been wiped instantly. What you 
can do now is to steel wool the 
satin lightly, then rub the area 
with a cloth saturated in dena­ 
tured alcohol. This will -almost 
certainly eliminate the stain, 
but it may take off some of the 
shellac and thus present a con­ 
spicuous appearance. 


You’ll have to do the best you 
can to refinish the area with a 
new coat of shellac thinned 50 
per cent with denatured alco­ 
hol. If it seems all right, let it 
stay. If it is* too glossy — more 
s,o than the surrounding surface 
— sand it down very lightly. AH 
of this is going to require a 
careful touch to get a good 
match, 
but there isn’t much 
choice. 


Q. — I .am going to paint 
three rooms in my house soon. 
I used painl brushes all my life 
but tried a roller a couple of 
years ago. After using it. I left 
it in a pan of turpentine be­ 
cause I had used an oil paint. 
When I went back to use it

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
United Stales may have a sur­ 
plus of more than a million 
teachers within five years but 
can 
expect 
another 
teacher 
shortage within 15 years, ac­ 
cording to a new federal report 
released Saturday. 
In the immediate future, the 
Department of Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare said, ‘one po­ 
tential teacher out of three will 
have to seek a Job elsewhere 
or, in the case of women re­ 
turning, to the la to r force, may 
decide to stay at home.” 
The report said that the sur­ 
plus will be temporary, occa­ 
sioned by the World War II 
baby 
boom 
now 
graduating 
from college. 
In the long run, it said, “ the 
total number of elementary and 
secondary 
school pupils 
and, 
therefore, the demand for new 
teachers, is likely to increase 
markedly in the late 1980s.” 
“ The current flattening in the 
enrollment 
curve 
is 
only 
a 
pause, not a plateau,” the re­ 
port said. “If these projections 
are borne out, we can expect a 
return of the ‘teacher shortage’ 
within 15 years.”

Woman Mayor Cares About Her Town

NEW YORK (AP) — Don’t 
amile when people call Barbara 
Impcllittiere “her honor.” 
They aren't joking. The 27- 
year-old brunette is the new 
mayor of the village of Cold 
Spring, N Y . across the Hud­ 
son River from West Point. 
She's serious' about things she 
wants to do for her hometown 
©f 2.083 residents. 
"When I decided to run, it 
was a personal sort of crusade. 
I didn't expect photographers 
and reporters to descend on the 
house because I was young and 
female. I wondered how com­ 
munity people would feel, of 
course. I called and they said 
•Run!’ They know women’s lib­ 
eration is not my thing. I didn’t 
think it was a youth thing. It 
was just personal,” the new 
mayor said. 
Born and brought up in Cold 
Spring, Barbara works as spot 
broadcasting buyer for an ad­ 
vertising agency. She commu­ 
tes an hour and a half, each 
way, to work in New York City 
every day. 
The daughter of a former 
professional 
boxer, 
Barbara 
rays she learned about politics 
from her dad. He was Ray­ 
mond Impellittiere, who died 
six years ago. He is remem­ 
bered in Putnam County, where 
Cold Spring is located, as an 
automobile dealer active in 
Democratic politics. He was 
245-pounds, 6 feet 7 inches tall, 
and in hi« ring career he com­ 
piled a 44 win, four loss record, 
A cousin of his was a former 
mayor of New York City. 
“I never even met him,’ Bar­ 
bara raid, “but people always 
ask me if politics runs in the 
family.” 
Barbara was a county Demo­ 
cratic committee woman and 
member of the Philipstown 
Democratic Club. She began 
that involvement while cam­ 
paigning for her father in I960 


when he ran unsuccessfully for 
sheriff. 
“I always thought that some­ 
day I might get into politics, 
hut I had no timetable. This 
year it happened to be easier 
because I had fewer activities, 
and not many other people 
were interested,” the young 
woman said. 
Barbara said it is important 
to her to bring people together. 
“My platform w.as continuing 
present projects and promoting 
unity, trying to promote more 
community spirit. I care very 
much about the village, about 
what happens to it and future 
growth,” she said. 
She wants more people in­ 
volved in civic activities and as 
part of her campaign conducted 
a voter registration drive. It’s 
complicated because general 
and town elections have sepa­ 
rate registration from village 
elections. Residents don’t al­ 
ways comprehend the differ­ 
ence, and think one registration 
visit does it all. 
“People outside Cold Spring 
think it’s unusual that I’m 27 
years old and still living at 
home. Our family is very close. 
(In addition to her mother, 
Barbara lives with two sisters 
end a brother.) 
“It’s the kind of house where, 
if you aren’t there, you’re call­ 
ing up to see what’s going on. I 
enjoy commuting. The people 
on the train are another family. 
We’ve had birthday parties and 
I’ve learned to play cribbage. 
“If you enjoy people and en­ 
joy living, everything can be 
fun,” Barbara added. “And I 
think if my father were here, 
he’d be proud of me.” 
The new mayor, who won the 
election 510 to 142 over a male 
opponent, is paid $1,200 annual­ 
ly. 
During her two-year term she 
will work with four other vil­ 
lage board members making 
decisions on everything affect­ 
ing services and government. 


“Growth is our biggest prob­ 
lem. We have to decide how 
and in what direction to grow. 
We have water system prob­ 
lem*, and must plan effectively 
for that,” she said. 
The youthful executive says 
it’s “out of place” to bring up a 


political future now. It is too 
far ahead, she added, to even 
think about. 
“I’m more concerned with 
what happens to Cold Spring. 
There’s not enough caring 
among young people. Maybe 
with new ideas and improved 
communication, 
that 
can 
change.”

Pinks? — Also known as an­ 
nual carnations, these biennials 
flower the first year from seed. 
Available is a wide color 
selection as well as those with 
picoteed and |ringed petals.

Be sure to check on mainte­ 
nance and warranties. Does the

Republic Day is a national 
holiday in Guyana. 
That’s the day the little coun­ 
try celebrates the anniversary 
of its independence and simul­ 
taneously hails the day many 
years 
.ago 
when 
the 
slaves 
brought to Guyana (formerly 
called Guinea) struck their first 
blow for freedom. 


To honor this occasion, Gu­ 
yana 
has 
issued 
four 
new 
stamps featuring famous build­ 
ings within its borders. The 8- 
cent and 50-cent show pyramid- 
shape buildings called “Uman 
Yana/’ sometimes referred to 
as the meeting places of the 
people much as the town halls 
of America are used.

This 
religious edifice is revered by 
the local populace.

“Veterans have the maturity 
and motivation (to succeed in 
college) but often lack academ­ 
ic self confidence,” said Dennis 
Love, dean of developmental 
studies at Pikeville College.

coming to Kentucky, 
the 30-year-old Ohio native has 
spent part of his time traveling 
to other schools promoting pro­ 
grams "to get the veteran hack 
on his feet” 
"It’s a matter of saying to 
the veteran, ‘College is not ax 
hard as you think,’” Love said. 
At Pikeville, this effort is 
known as the Veterans Educa­ 
tional 
Training 
Program, 
a 
study skills course that covers 
such basics as how to take 
notes, how to outline a text-

“A lot of veterans went into 
the army because they flunked 
out of college or because they 
couldn’t get in In. 'the first 
place," Love said.

The most recent figures from 
Frankfort listed 
about

unemployed veterans in Ken­ 
tucky.

dominately for veterans serves 
another purpose in that it gives 
them a chance to talk about

Dr. Seymour Diamond, foun­ 
dation president, profiles the 
iypical migraine sufferer as fe­ 
male, intelligent, trim and a 
hard-driving perfectionist with 
a history of headaches,

he added. 
Diamond's 
organization 
is 
two and a, half years old and 
was patterned after 'the British 
Migraine Foundatio, a unit of 
lay people, a id Migraine Trust, 
composed of physicians and sci­ 
entists. 
“When I visited. Groat Britain 
to talk 
about 
my 
headache 
studies, 1 was amazed by the 
amount and quality of research, 
being done on. migraine. There 
Is widespread fin.anc.kil support 
among lay people for' research, 
and 'this in a. nation 'where 
there’s no income ta.:x. deduction 
for 
cimM'buttons,’* 
Diamond 
said. 
<:T was 'impressed 'with the 
character and typo of research,. 
Almost all of our work is drug 
oriented, 'because It is supported 
by pharmaceutical donor s.**' 
Diamond said the Chicago- 
based migraine 'unit is the first 
to study headache in the United 
States on a. massive scale. So 
far the foundation has awarded 
two grants for migraine study 
to colleges. 
“I would, say that 90 per cent 


of the headache problems seen 
by the average physician, are 
psychogenic in nature. Eight 
per cent 
are vascular, 
one­ 
sided or cluster migraine. Two 
per cent of headache complaint 
is caused, by organic disease,” 
he added. 
If 
a 
person, has migraine 
headaches*,, it is likely his par­ 
ents suffered from, them, also. 
After heredity, factors which 
cause the 
headaches involve 
personality. 
Int ell i gent, pe opte 
who are compulsive and pre­ 
cise often suffer from, migraine.. 
Diamond said, that more than 
$400 million is spent annually 
on across the counter headache 
remedies. 
“That’s why we 'want to learn 
the cause of migraine,, develop 
methods of relief and organize 
treatment 
centers 
'throughout 
the nation. We need to educate 
the medical community and. the 
public 
about 
migraine,” 
he 
said. 
Tm addition to drug therapy, 
we are investigating biofeed­ 
back. Volunteers are working 
with special, equipment to learn, 
to control the temporal artery 
every time they feel a migraine 
coming on. This has worked 
quite well with younger people, 
but It .seems to' be difficult for 
older individuals to learn to 
control the autonomic nervous 
system,.” 
Diamond says migraine can 
be controlled, with drugs., but 
that doctors often fear to pre­ 
scribe them, because of possible 
side effects.

Sea Snake World’s Most Venomous

SYDNEY, Australia (AP) — 
Hydrophis belcheri leaves for 
dead such killer snakes as the 
krait of Asia, the mambas of 
Africa, the unique tree viper 
found only on Brazil’s Queim- 
ade 
Grande island, 
and the 
Australian taipan. 
Hydrophis 
Belcheri, 
other­ 
wise a type of sea. snake, is be­ 
lieved by scientists to be1 the 
world’s most venomous snake 
— about 100 times more venom­ 
ous than any other known sea 
or land snake. 
This 
startling 
conclusion 
bout the mild-mannered bel- 
•heri was reached during a six- 
week cruise of the research 
ship Alpha Helix this year in 
the Timor Sea northwest of 
Australia. 
The cruise was organized by 
the U.S. National Science Foun­ 
dation through the Scripps In­ 
stitution of Oceanography 
in. 
California... It involved 11. scien­ 
tists interested 'in sea, snakes. 
Dr. Harold Cogger, curator of 
eptiles at Sydney’s Australian 
Museum, 
who returned from 
the 
expedition 
with 
100 
hy­ 
drophis 
belcheris, 
said: 
“We 
were 
surprised. 
Though 
we 
knew sea snakes were venom­ 
ous, we had not realized just 
how venomous.” 
Measurement of the snake’s 
venom forced a change in the 
standard method of determin­ 
ing the MLD (minimum lethal 
dose). 
Dr. Nabuo Tamiya, of Ja- 
p a n.’ s 
Tohuko 
University, 
adopted the usual, practice of 
diluting the venom to a non-le- 
thal dose and injecting it into

Cogger said the small head 
appeared to have evolved to al­ 
low the hydrophis belcheri to 
enter the burrows of small eels 
on which it feeds. The reduc­ 
tion in head size might account 
for the added toxicity of the 
venom, said Cogger. 
The scientist said that it ap­ 
peared rare for the snake to 
use the venom for defensive 
purposes 
against 
its 
natural 
enemies, birds and sharks. 
Though Cogger brought back 
100 of the deadly snakes, some 
of which he keeps in a plastic 
bucket in his office, it is unlike­ 
ly they will live long. “We are 
having trouble getting the cor­ 
rect food for them.” 
Picking up a snake, Cogger 
said 
they 
strike 
only 
when 
frightened or angry . . . though 
there is no way of telling their 
mood.

At this critical time, a new 
man is in charge. Commission­ 
er Robert Mark, bespectacled, 
his dose-cut fcair graying at the 
edges, will have been a year at 
the top by April 17, a month 
after his 56th birthday. 


Mark recently told recruits: 
*“You stand between minorities 
and those who oppress or bully 
them. You stand between hos­ 
tile extremes in political or 
trade disputes, siding with nei­ 
ther but protecting both. You 
serve NO party or faction but 
the people themselves and you 
can invoke the law fearlessly 
against those who govern as 
well as those they govern.” 


Mark’s address was hailed as 
the' most rousing ever given to 
cadets. It was also a good illus­ 
tration of the troublesome posi- 


“I have to work six days a 
week to maintain my standard 
of living,” he said. “It become* 
a mental and physical strain.” 


Mark, aware that police in 
other nations — especially the 
United States — are also beset 
by troubles, is wary of making 
comparisons. A New York cop 
would laugh at talk of violence 
in London, he is fond of saying. 


Mark faces a daunting task 
in pulling the Yard together to 
fight the new men ace imposed 
by the career criminal. The 
English system is fine against 
the compliant, he says, but 
next to hopeless against the 
non com. pliant who deliberately 
sets out to break the law. 


But Mark is confident. He 
feels he will win through —- 
“ I’m bound to” —■ in two or

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Southern Rural English Needs 
Booster Course For Natives 


EDITOR’S NOTE — English 
is a foreign tongue in some 
parts of rural Florida — or at 
least that’s the way it’s being 
taught. The foreign language 
instruction techniques are used 
not to stamp out the rich, 
southern dialects, say officials, 
i ut to offer a standard form of 
English that will help pupils in 
business and education.

SHADEVILLE, Fla. (AP) — 
About five years ago, a young 
Wakulla County French teacher 
noticed that black pupils did as 
well 
as 
whites 
in 
French 
classes, but when it came to 
English the blacks were left be­ 
hind. 


The school system was segre­ 
gated then, so it didn’t take 
long for Anne Burkes to gather 
the comparative statistical data 
she needed to back up her 
cía ss roo m observ at ions. 


Nor did it take long to draw a 
startling conclusion — to chil­ 
dren raised in homes where a 
rural black dialect is the com­ 
mon language, standard Eng­ 
lish is in some ways a foreign 
tongue. 


From these initial observa­ 
tions has grown a system of us­ 
ing foreign language instruction 
techniques to teach rural chil­ 
dren — both white and black — 
the form of standard English 
which is the norm in business 
and education throughout the 
country. 


Miss 
Burkes 
and 
English 
teacher Polly Caskie worked, 
until they got a federal grant to 
develop an experimental pro­ 
gram 
which 
now 
has 
been 
adopted us part of the daily 
classroom routine in some 50 
schools throughout the South­ 
east. 


Miss Burkes and Miss Caskie 
left the school system in 1969, 
and teachers Linetta McCune 
and Beverly Lavin took up the 
work and expanded the scopa 
of the program to include all 
children whose speech patterns, 
were limited to 
rural dialect. 


“The purpose of the system 
is to teach standard English as 
a second dialect. We don’t want 
or try to eradicate the dialect 
the 
children 
speak 
among 
themselves or at home,” said 
Mrs. McCune, now an adminis­ 
trator with the Florida Region­ 
al Rehabilitation Center in Tal­ 
lahassee. 


“The 
underlying 
philosophy 
was not that their rural dialect 
was bad, but that they needed 
a standard form of English to 
get ahead in jobs and so forth,” 
she said. “In many parts of the 
country, just speaking with a 
southern accent marks you as a 
bigot or some kind of mental 
deficient. 
It’s 
ridiculous, 
but 
you can’t get around it.” 
The system was implemented 
first at an all-black elementary 
school in Shadeville, 
a 
tiny 
crossroads community about 20 
m il» 
south 
of 
Tallahassee. 
Children at 
another all-black 
elementary school in Monti celo 
were not exposed to the system 
~%Hd were used as a control. 
Wakulla County sits on Flori­ 
da’s Gulf Coast at 'the begin­ 
ning of the Big Bend country. It 
has a population of about 8,000. 


“After the project was under­ 
way for a year, we tested the 
children at both schools and 
found 
we 
got 
a 
signifigant 
change toward standard Eng­ 
lish in Shadeville but not in 
Monticello. It’s hard to really 
get an objective measurement 
on something like this, but we 
used a series of 40 questions 
and found the kids at Shade­ 
ville 
averaged 
seven 
correct 
answers more than those at 
Monticello. Seven out of 40 is a 
pretty significant figure,” Mrs. 
McCune said. 


After the school system, was 
desegregated in 1970, the Eng­ 
lish instruction technique was 
made a part of the daily cur­ 
riculum. and was used with both, 
white and black pupils. 


“We 
found 
that 
although 
black children had a more no­ 
ticeable 
dialect, 
rural 
white 
children could benefit from the 
program 
as 
well,” 
Mrs. 
McCune 
said. 
“Eventually, 
they’ll all be competing in the 
same area for jobs and educa­ 
tion.” 


At the Shadeville Elementary 
School, 
kindergarten 
teacher 
Mary Green spends about 30 
minutes each day using the 
new system to expose her 5- 
year-olds to standard English. 


“We use a lot of the same 
techniques you’ll find in high 
school 
and 
college 
language 
labs,” said the young black 
woman 
who 
was 
born 
and 
raised 
in 
the 
tiny 
Wakulla 
County town of Sopchoppy. “We 
have filmstrips and videotape 
equipment 
and other supple­ 
mental 
equipment. 
It 
really 
makes a difference.” 


On 
a table 
surrounded by 
pint-sized chairs 
sat a 
min­ 
iature version of an electronic 
language laboratory. The chil­ 
dren 
sit 
at 
the 
table 
and 
through their earphones hear 
stories narrated in the dulcet 
tones of a television announcer. 


One small boy decided he'd 
like to present a gift to visitors 
to his classroom. 
“We alius 
likes to be friendly,” he an­ 
nounced, and made a drawing 
which he handed over with, the 
admonition, “Y’all carry that 
home now, hear?” 


Five 
minutes 
later, 
when 
Miss Green asked for volun­ 
teers to demonstrate the work­ 
ings of the language lab, he 
raised his hand and yelled, “I’ll 
do it.” 


Miss Green said, “ Before we 
implemented this program, he 
might 
have 
answered 
with, 
something like, ‘I is the one.’ 
That might not seem, like much, 
of a change, but an answer like 
that could really hurt you later 
in life if you were talking to a 
personnel 
m anager 
about 
a. 
job.” 


Janice 
Norvelle 
has 
been 
hired to teach the new system 
in Harper Elementary School 
at Thomasville, Ga., just across 
the Florida border from Talla­ 
hassee. 


“The southern rural dialect 
has always been looked down 
on, and that’s not right,” she 
said. “It’s a very rich dialect., 
But it does become troublesome 
if the dialect is. so extreme that 
no one but another rural south­ 
erner can understand you.”

NORTH WOOD PLAZA 
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Model City 
Is Planned 
Near Rio

RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) — 
The 
architects 
who 
planned 
Brasilia, 
Brasil’s 
13-year-old 
capital in the hinterland, 'have 
designed another model city — 
this time on the outskirts of Rio 
dc Janeiro. 


By the year 2000 the new city 
promises? “a new way of life” 
for 2 million of Rio’s antici­ 
pated 10 million residents — a 
life free from; the congestion, 
pollution and noise that plague 
Rio’s present population of 4.3 
million. 


The site, called Barra da Ti- 
juca, is 10 miles from Copaca- 
bana, which was considered a 
seaside paradise until the late 
’50s but now is three square 
miles of concrete housing 250,- 
000 people. Barra da Tijucva is 
an unspoiled area flanked by 
mountains 
and 
dotted 
with 
lakes. It stretches for 14 miles 
along one of the most beautiful 
beaches in the world. 


When the federal govenrment 
announced 
plans 
in 1964 
to 
build a highway through the 
area to connect Rio with the 
port of Santos, 250 miles to the 
southwest, urban development 
of Barra da Tijuca was inevi­ 
table. 


“If urban growth had been 
left uncontrolled, Barra would 
have become another Copaca- 
bana within a few years, with a 
conglomeration 
of 
high-rise 
buildings 
lining 
the 
highway 
and the beach, preventing free 
circulation of air and blocking 
a view of the sea,” said Almir 
Machado, 
coordinator of the 
team of architects that is plan­ 
ning the area’s development. 


In 1909, Lucio Costa — author 
of the master plan of Brasilia 
— presented an ambitious proj­ 
ect to the government of the 
state of Guanabara (Greater 
Rio) to urbanize Barra while at 
the same time preserving the 
areas natural beauty, tranquil­ 
ity, 
and 
unpolluted 
environ­ 
ment. He proposed to concen­ 
trate the population of the 75- 
square-mile 
area 
in. 
self- 
suficient 
urban 
islands 
each 
containing about '12,900 people 
and separated from one anoth­ 
er 
by 
five-block-wide 
green 
areas. Each urban island would 
have its own shopping area and 
school, 
and 
other 
essential 
services. 


At opposite ends of the beach, 
sandwiched between the high­ 
way and the ocean, two super 
nuclei are being planned with 
projected populations of 60,000 
to 100,000 each. 


The larger of the two, called 
the Barra Center, is already 
under construction. It will be 
opened in 1974 and fully com­ 
pleted by 1960. Oscar Nierae- 
yer, who designed the major 
public buildings in Brasilia, is 
chief architect. 


The Barra Center will contain 
70 cylindrical, 34-story apart­ 
ment towers. Seventy-five per 
cent of the center's 127 acres 
will consist of parkland, play­ 
grounds, 
squares, 
walkways, 
and 
tropical 
gardens. 
There 
will bo six office buildings, five 
schools, four yacht clubs, two 
movies and one legitimate the­ 
ater, as ” ell as " 
“"markets, 
gas station 
snd churches. 


Niemeyer’s 
idealistic 
plan 
separates pedestrians and traf­ 
fic, 
residential 
and 
shopping 
areas. 


The residential towers will be 
interlaced with walkways. Pe­ 
destrians will cross the main 
traffic arteries through under­ 
passes. There will be two floors 
of underground parking in each 
tower. 


No stores will be allowed in 
the 
residential 
area. 
Instead 
noise and activity will be con­ 
centrated in a commercial cen­ 
ter that cuts diagonally through 
the development. Parking will 
be behind the shops and the 
area in front will be a mall for 
pedestrians only. 


Many of Costa’s and Nieme­ 
yer’s idealistic designs for Bra­ 
silia did not work out. A typical 
main street has sprouted in the 
capital, 
despite 
plans 
that 
called for the city to be made 
up of self-contained living nu­ 
clei. 


The Barra's Commercial Cen­ 
ter will contain about 1,000 
stores as well as supermarkets, 
restaurant*, bars, banks, bou­ 
tiques, cinemas beauty salons 
and doctor's offices. 


Prices range from $10,000 for 
a 
one-bedroom 
apartment to 
$30,000 for a deluxe three-bed­ 
room apartment to $138,000 for 
a penthouse. If you pay cash 
the price is 16.5 per cent less. 


The 
Barra 
area 
forms 
a 
triangle with two sides backed 
by mountains and one facing 
the rea. In the apex of tho 
triangle there will be four non­ 
polluting industries, the state 
government civic center, and a 
7.V*. - square • mile metropolitan 
center, 
expected 
to 
be 
the 
nerve center of Rio within 30 
years. In the center of the 
triangle there will be 11 resi­ 
dential nuclei, a heliport, and 
executive 
airport, 
an 
auto- 
drome, a golf course, a biologi­ 
cal reserve, a university, and 
an 
agricultural 
area, 
inter­ 
spersed thoughout with parks 
and w’oodland.

A 
“landlord’s 
lien,” 
giving 
the 
landlord the right to claim your 
personal property in the event 
that rent isn’t paid, is common. 
This 
stipulation 
is 
for 
the 
protection of the landlord. 
‘‘Other so-called ‘protections*’ 
sometimes found in leases are 
repressive 
and 
unfair,” Dr. 
Armstrong 
continues. 
If you 
come up against such clauses, 
don’t be intimidated by legal 
jargon or shy away from a legal 
hassle. Courts often 
rule in 
favor of tenants*. 
The specialist says you’ll save 
yourself trouble by having any 
of these unfair clauses removed 
before you sign a lease. And 
also be sure that exclusions and 
discrepancies are cleared before 
you sign. For example, if the 
landlord has made an exception 
in your case and okayed your 
pet. be sure to have the clause 
against pets deleted from your 
¡ease.

brand 
commissioner 
for 
the 
pa*l 13 years. 


lie said the number of new 
brjrnds registered is running at 
least 100 a month, so many that 
hi* office has had to add new 
characters to avoid duplication. 
Coloradans pay $10 per brand 
for registration and then $10 
each five years to keep them 
logged in the huge, circular file 
at the 60-year-old Livestock Ex­ 
change Building. 
Brown says the new brand 


owner may be a young business 
executive, 
lawyer, 
doctor 
or 
anyone with 
enough land to 
support one horse or a cow. Or 
he may own no anima,Is at all 
and just wants the brand to put 
above his fireplace or over the 
gate of his summer home. 


Colorado’s brand history goes 
back to the territorial days of 
the 1860 s. 


There are dozens of brands 
rhat extend back to the 1880s 
registered with the department, 
but the quartercircle K, owned 
by the Richard Klett family of 
rural Bent County, is the oldest 
continuously 
registered 
brand 
on state records. 


Brown said there’s not 
as 
much brand .alteration or rustl­ 
ing on the range as there used 


sionally. 
“As a matter of fact, some­ 
one must be in some kind of 
trouble now.” Brown said, nod­ 
ding toward a man carefully 
examining thick ledgers in the 
corner of the office.

Campground Study Is Revealing 


L A F A Y E T T E , 
Ind. 
— 
A l t h o u g h Indiana's 
state- 
operated 
campgrounds 
have 
visitors from many states, most 
of the campers come from a 
radius of 100 miles. 


This was 
a 
key 
conclusion 
noted in a recent survey at 10 
diversified campgrounds. 
The study was conducted by 
Charles 
E. 
Taylor 
while 
a 
graduate 
student 
in 
Purdue 
University’s 
department 
of 
forestry and conservation and 
supervised by Dr. Douglas M, 
Knudson, associate professor of 
forestry. 


Nearness of the campground 
was 
a 
major 
factor 
in 
its 
selection, the survey revealed. 


The study also pointed up that 
primitive toilet facilities and 
poorly 
developed 
recreational 
areas were tolerated only as 
long as the campground fee and 
distance were compatible. 


Campers noted, however, that 
they 
were 
willing 
to 
travel 
greater 
distances 
for 
better 
sanitary facilities and a wider 
variety of or better developed 
recreational activities. Unique 
scenery also drew them 
ad­ 
ditional miles. 


In the Indiana study, only 15 
per cent of the out - of - state 
cam pers 
were 
from 
non­ 
neighboring 
states. 
In 
these 
cases, 
most 
were 
en 
route 
through the state. 


Campers, for the most part, 
gained 
information about the 
campgrounds 
through friends. 
However, with non-neighboring 
state campers, road maps and 
travel guides generally led them 
to the grounds. 


Campers 
interviewed 
listed 
water-based 
activities, 
par­ 
ticularly swimming, as the No. 
1 
requirem ent 
of 
a 
site 
recreationally. 
Fishing, 
boat 


launching and water-skiing were 
also popular requirements. 


Hiking rated high in the in­ 
terest of many campers. Camps 
with well marked trails and 
maps to guide hikers received 
more 
recognition 
than 
those 
without 
these 
aids. 
Unique 
scenery was also listed as an 
attracting factor. 


Playground 
equipment 
was 
recognized as important but not 
as 
much 
so 
as* water-based 
recreation, hiking and scenery. 


Although 
the campers 
sur- 
v e y e d 
expressed 
frequent 
dissatisfaction 
with 
facilities, 
there 
was 
indication 
they 
tolerated 
these, 
and 
even 
returned regularly to primitive 
campgrounds, if the fees were 
fair. Most campers expressed 
satisfaction 
with 
toilet 
a™* 
campsite facilities but felt some 
improvement could be made. 


C a m p e r s 
surveyed 
also 
believed 
the 
fees they paid, 
ranging from $1.50 to $3.75 were 
in line. 


C o m p l a i n t s about over­ 
crowding were noted, but these 
usually 
indicated 
lack 
of 
desirable campsites rather than 
a lack of campsites in general. 
In other words, campers who 
complained were usually ones 
who arrived too late to obtain 
a preferred site. 


S u m m a r i z e d , the study 
revealed 
that 
Indiana 
State 
campgruunds 
primarily 
are 
serving 
Hoosiers, 
that 
most 
c a m p e r s 
are 
fairly 
well 
satisfied with attractions and 
facilities, a«d that location and 
convenience

The “eyes” will have it this 
summer on the city's famous 
boardwalk. 
In addition to the refutar 
cone live of girl watchers, “Big 
Brother” will be getting an eye­ 
ful of the bikini-clad lasses who 
wander from the beach onto the 
wooden way. 
Cloaked in anonymity, and 
secreted 
behind 
the 
locked 
doors of Room 409 at City Hall, 
“Big Brother” will watch not 
only the girls1, but everyone and 
everything that passes through 
the main tourist artery of the 
boardwalk. 
“He” will zoom in for close- 
ups 
of those 
whose 
actions 
arouse suspicion. A flick of a 
switch and offenders may find 
themselves under arrest faster 
than they can say “salt water 
taffy.” 
Sound like something from 
^Jeorge Orwell’s 1984? A modi­ 
fied version of it, anyway. 
“Big 
Brother” 
in 
this 
in­ 
stance is the police commu­ 
nications network. The medium 
through which boardwalk activ­ 
ities will be monitored is a 
closed-circuit television system 
that the city plans to have in 
operation by June 1. 
T h e 
$60.000 
municipally- 
owned system will cover from 
Virginia to Montpelier Avenues, 
a 
22 block, 
two-mile 
stretch 
that in eludes the central tourist 
district of the seven-mile-long 
boardwalk. 
Initial 
plans 
call 
for 
in­ 
stallation of six cameras atop 
poles four blocks' apart. Con­ 
trolled by switches on monitor 
consoles at City Hall, the cam­ 
enas will rotate so that as a 
moving object or person passes 
out of the range of one camera 
he’s automatically picked up by 
another. 
“ In this way a person fleeing 
a crime can be picked up from 
one camera to another,”' ex­ 
plains Charles Lipka assistant 
communications engineer. “By 
flicking' a switch on the console 
we ll be able to talk directly to 
a police radio car, giving a de­ 
scription of the suspect and his 
precise location at any given 
time.” 
While its main objective is to 
act as .a deterrent to crime and 
to enable the police to effect 
speedy arrests when crimes are 
committed, the city acknowl­ 
edges that there are misgivings 
in, certain quarters that the 
plan does, in fact, represent 
1984. 
“The people who fear public 
surveillance of their actions are 
p r o b a b l y anticipating this 
would intrude .in their private 
lives,” says Mrs. Claire Ordile, 
deputy public safety director. 
“But the protection of lives and 
property and, more so, the pro­ 
tection of the innocent, takes 
precedence over whatever mis­ 
givings 
any 
individual 
may 
bave.” 
Closed circuit television cam­ 
eras on the boardwalk is mere­ 
ly Step 1 in a much bigger plan 
to bring large areas of the city 
under constant police surveil­ 
lance by remote control. 
The! city plans to expand the 
system to Atlantic Avenue — 
from Virginia to Florida Ave­ 
nues — by September. 'This 
one-and-a-half-mile stretch cov­ 
ers the city’s main business 
center. 
After that, plans* call for in- 
átallation of cameras in the 
city’s inlet section, where the 
crime rate is highest, then on 
to other residential and “secon­ 
dary” aras. A city totally cov­ 
ered with mechanized eyes? 


“There are certain sections 
of the city where crime is so 
minimal, it would be a waste of 
money to put them in there,” 
says Mrs. Ordile. 


“ We have less crime here 
than most cities our size,” con­ 
cedes Public Safety Director 
Mario Floriani. “But whenever 
something bad happens in At­ 
lantic City it gets national play. 
We need projects like these so 
we can tell people with assur­ 
ance that Atlantic City is a safe 
place.”

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Hollywood To Make Comeback Via Fragrances

Hollywood may play a return 
engagement as a glamor cen­ 
ter. But unlike the ’30s when 
women 
were 
emulating 
the 
clothes, hairdos and makeup of 
Harlow, Crawford and other fa­ 
vorite stars, the current trend 
is being designed by manufac­ 
turers. 


Even if a moviegoer doesn’t 
like the movie she secs ar the 
actors who play in it, chances 
are the movie will make money 
as a result of the merchandis­ 
ing effort. It isn’t exactly a new 
idea — one movie company has 
had more than 20.000 licenses 
for tie-in products around the 
world in the last 17 years — but 
it has a better chance to suc­ 
ceed as Hollywood’s scintillat­ 
ing image reemergcs. 


For 
example, 
fragrances 
being launched in connection 
with “ Lost Horizon” do not 
smell like a lost horizon and 
the line isn’t called by that 
name, but it should sell like 
crazy, predicts A1 Schervone of 
Philadelphia, 
who 
developed 
the products. He is marketing 
(hem with Columbia Pictures, 
which will get royalties, he 
says. A pattern company is 
also involved in the promotion 
to the tune of IS million pat­ 
terns. 
Pillows, 
lamps 
and 
men’s kimonos will also tie in. 


“ Even if it doesn’t win criti­ 
cally (it didn’t) it should win at 
the box office,” Schervone re­ 
marked. “H you want to see 
the effect of such merchandis­ 
ing, notice the trend to Gatsby 
fashions 
even 
though 
“The 
Great Gatsby” is about a year 
and a half away from release.” 


In his opinion there is no 
chance 
“The 
Great 
Gatsby” 
film will go in the red, even if 
the picture is a dud. And the 
same goes for “Lost Horizon.” 
Presumably a girl using the 
bath 
oil or 
dusting 
powder 
dreams of her own private lost 
horizon — a Shangri-la. The 
idea has psychological impact. 
Such projects aren’t as easy 
for participants as they sound, 
however, Schervone insists. He 
had to find the just-right name, 
“design” a scent that has a 
“simpático” 
relationship with 
the 
mystical 
quality 
of the 
movie, and then get the approv­ 
al of the picture’s director, 
Ross Hunter, whose name ap­ 
pears on the package. And 
that’s 
another 
thing — 
the 
package itself must be suitable. 
You can’t .have an old drug­ 
store-type bottle representing a 
lost horizon. 


There were sleepless nights 
thinking about the name. After 
submitting 40 names to his law­ 
yers who invariably retorted 
*‘yuk. . . ” or some such, Scher­ 
vone finally doodled the name 
Rijir (envision Rajar). With its 
three dots and curly lettering it 
has the right look. He pro­ 
nounces the world Rijeer, but 
at the movie premiere it was 
already being given a French 
accent 
by 
the 
guests 
who 
walked off with the free per­ 
fume. 


“But the right people got it,” 
says Schervone, who claims he 
knows how to peg his market. 
“Actually we are doing a man's 
and 
woman’s 
line 
with 
the 
sam e 
name 
but 
different 
scents.” 
Two 
names 
would 
have meant double promotion, 
ne explained, in pointing out 
how uncomplicated complicated 
things can be. The woman’s 
scent is sort of mu sky-floral 


(ladies like musk these days) 
and the man’s is citrus-y nvas* 
culine, but not lemon-y. “You 
don’t need to turn around to tell 
whether a man or woman is 
wearing which,” he added. And 
there are scented candles — 
“they go with the mystical ef­ 
fect . . .” he observed. 
It isn’t Schcrvone’s first ex­ 
perience in this sort of mer­ 
chandising — he tied in to “"The 
Godfather,” 
presumbably 
be­ 
cause it was felt the Don pre­ 
sented a virile image. But he is 
stuck now with the prices set 
on his newest venture even 
though meanwhile the essential 
oils have risen in price from 
countries 
he 
imports 
them 
from. 
He doesn’t manufacture what 
he personally likes. 
He calls in his chemist and 
he explains what kind of scent 
he would like “designed.” He 
doesn't know how to put the 
fragrances 
together, 
but 
he 
knows how to design a fra­ 
grance 
and 
what it 
will do 
scents-wise and dollar-wise. 
Now in his early 30s, Scher­ 
vone was a scholarship student 
at Temple University where he 
received a degree as a manag- 
ment major. He went into the 
insurance and brokerage busi­ 
ness and became interested in 
fragrance when he researched 
black cosmetics for a client, 
and founded his present com­ 
pany. 
He has been so encouraged 


by his latest effort that he is 
now thinking in terms of a fra­ 
grance-of-the-y ear award. After 
a l, he observed, 
there are 
awards 
for 
fashion 
designs, 
why not one for fragrance de­ 
signs?
